The local racing scene is transferred from 
Delmar to the Fair Grounds, where the sport 
will be carried on during all the month 
of October. It will begin this afternoon at 
« o'clock, instead of at 2:30 ag heretofore, 
and has a well arranged program of six 
races down for discussion. 

The chief event of the day will be the 
fourth race, a handicap at one and one- 


sixteenth miles. Eight high-class horses 
are entered in this race, and, like all Mr. 
Maginn’s handicaps, it is a hard riddle to 
solve. There is no horse in the race that 
has not a splendid chance 
money. t 
Uledi—a good son of Fonso—will make his 
first appearance of the season at St. Louls 
today and is given 110 pounds in the handi- 
cap. This is a good deal of weight in pro- 
portion to what the others are carrying 
und, as it is her first start here, it is hardly 
reasonable to expect that he should win. 
He has run a mile this summer in almost 
1:40 and beat Lady Strathmoré at seven fur- 
longs in 1:274%. ‘This shows he has speed, 
but he does not seem to have won at any- 
thing beyond a mile, although it is certain 
he can go the route, as every get of Fonso 
is a long-distance horse.

YALE’S RUSH LINE IS T 
“POINT OF OLD ELI’S 
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It Is Heavy and Aggressive, the Tackles Being the . S = 
Coaches—Holt and Glass, the Veterans, Are Showing Up in “ gc | 
™YTi¢ir~Old Form—Charles Chadwick's Criticisms. , | 


BY CHARLE SCHADWICK. | 

It is impossible to compare, in eyen a 
desultory way, the teams which will rep- 
resent the big colleges this season, from the 
results of the opening contests last Satur- 
day. Not all of the big teams played, 
Princeton and Columbia, for instance, being 
content with ‘a practice tussle against sec- 
ond elevens, 

The opening games played by Harvard, 
Pennsylvania and @ornell differed in no 
respect frdm the ‘average of September 
games. They were slowly played, uninter- 
esting from the technical point of view, and 
resulted in smal scores. 

In fact, Cornell was very nearly tied by 
Colgate. But at New Haven, on @ hot, 
drizzling, depressing September day, with 
not a breath of air stirring, on a field of 
long grass, rain-soaked and slippery, Trin- 
ity’s Nght team were swept back and forth 
in front of the bleachers with scarce a fum- 
ble and never an anxious moment for the 
Yale undergraduates, and 40 points were 
run up in’ 22 minutes in regular November 
style, 


YALE’S RUSH LINE. 
The one impressive fact about the game 
was the Yale rush line. It was like the 


Yale rush lines of days goné by—heavy 
and aggressive. 

Whether or not Yale is to havea strong 
team, and if she does develop a strong 
team how will it compare in strengthwith 
Harvard and Princeton, are matters to be 
redicted all through October, and finally 
ecided in November. But this one point 
can be credited to Yale now at the very 
Outset of the season—namely, material for 
avery effective rush line. | 

Taking into account the lightness of the 
Trinity eleven and all that, Il am still of 
the opinion that the playing of Yale’s line- 
menlast Saturday, in the center particu- 
larly, was the best I have ever seen 
this stage of the football season. 


HERE ARE TH? FAULTS. 

It of course goes without saying that 
there are a great many faults to be found 
with the candidate for the Yale line, as 
with the team in general, fauits which come 
pretty nearly all under the classification 
of greenness; and that there is a lot of 
hard work ahead of these same candidates 
in learning the game and g?tting whipped 
into shape. 

Holt at center and ‘}lass at left guard 
form the strong nucleus oround which the 
line will be built. Thev ‘eth have in them 
the making of stars—Hoit from the hard 
work and experience of past seasons, and 
Glass from sheer natural ability. 


HOLT’S PROGRESS. 
Holt is the type of man who has worked 
himself up to the top through patient and 


heroic effort. Point b oint he has mas- 
tered the intricacles of the important posi- 
tion of center rush, a post which is the 
keynote of the rushline, and upon which 
more than upon an other the team’s ef- 
ficiency on the offensive depends. Holt 
weighs today 204 pounds, stands 6 feet 2 
inches, and, as far as the offensive game is
